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WHAT  IS  TITLE  XX? 

Title  XX  is  an  amendment  to  the  Social  Security  Act  that  was  passed 
by  the  U.S.  Congress  and  signed  into  law  on  January  4,  1975.  This  law 
authorizes  annual  grants  to  the  states  for  social  services.  The  money 
comes  from  a  Congressional  appropriation,  not  social  security  taxes,  and 
is  allocated  to  the  states  in  amounts  based  on  the  state's  population. 
Title  XX  and  its  regulations  provide  the  legal  basis  for  the  use  of 
these  federal  funds  that  are  available  through  a  single  state  agency. 
In  Montana,  this  agency  is  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation 
Services . 

Under  Title  XX,  the  states  have  broad  planning  authority  in  order 
to  meet  the  particular  needs  of  each  state.  Before  Title  XX  was  enacted, 
federal  funding  was  given  only  for  specific  kinds  of  social  services. 

Montana  should  receive  approximately  $10,173,000  in  federal  funds 
for  the  1981  federal  fiscal  year  beginning  October  1,  1980.  This  is 
only  16  percent  more  than  the  1973  $2.5  billion  federal  ceiling  for  the 
previous  Titles  IV-A  and  VI  of  the  Social  Security  Act  which  Title  XX 
replaced.  States  must  match  each  three  of  the  federal  dollars  with  one 
non- federal  (state  or/and  local)  dollar  for  a  75/25  f ederal/non- federal _ 
ratio.  However,  as  federal  appropriations  have  not  kept  up  with  inflation, 
many  states,  including  Montana,  have  provided  far  more  than  a  25  percent 
state  and  local  match.  In  addition,  shifts  to  other  sources  of  funding 
have  been  made  wherever  possible  and  some  programs  and  services  have 
been  cut. 
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PURPOSE  OF  THIS  PLAN 

Montana's  proposed  Comprehensive  Annual  Services  Plan  is  published  as 
required  by  federal  regulations  which  govern  the  provision  of  social 
services  provided  under  Title  XX  of  the  Social  Security  Act.  Each  year, 
a  proposed  plan  must  be  published  at  least  90  days  before  the  beginning 
of  the  program  year.   In  Montana,  the  program  year  is  the  state  fiscal 
year  which  begins  the  first  day  of  July.  After  a  45  day  public  review 
and  comment  period,  the  plan  is  revised  and  the  final  plan  must  be 
published  by  June  30.  Montana  has  integrated  its  Title  XX  planning 
process  with  the  two-year  state  budgeting  and  legislative  cycle.  Therefore, 
most  of  the  major  budget  and  program  decisions  of  this  plan  were  made 
during  the  1978-79  planning,  budgeting  and  legislative  period  for  the 
July,  1979  through  June,  1981  biennium. 

In  accordance  with  the  federal  regulations,  this  plan  describes: 

— the  objectives  towards  which  services  will  be  provided  and 
their  relationship  to  federal  goals; 

— what  services  will  be  provided  in  what  geographic  areas; 

— which  people  will  be  eligible  for  services; 

— the  estimated  expenditures  for  each  service  by  client 
eligibility  groups  and  by  geographic  areas;  and 

— how  people  can  get  services. 

Although  Title  XX  allows  the  state  much  more  flexibility  in 
deciding  how  social  service  funds  should  be  spent  than  did  the  previous 
legislation,  the  following  requirements  must  be  met: 

1.  At  least  three  services  must  be  provided  for  SSI  (Supplemental 
Security  Income)  recipients  in  each  planning  region  of  the 
state,  and  one  service  directed  at  each  of  the  five  federal 
goals  must  be  available  in  each  region  of  the  state. 

2.  Family  planning  services  and  foster  care  services  must  be 
available  to  all  AFDC  recipients. 

3.  50  percent  of  the  total  Title  XX  funds  must  be  expended  for 
services  to,  AFDC,  SSI,  or  medicaid  recipients. 

Also,  Title  XX  does  not  allow  expenditures  for:  construction  and 
capital  improvement  costs,  educational  services  that  are  available 
through  the  public  schools,  expenditures  which  could  be  made  under 
Medicaid,  and  most  hospital,  nursing  home  and  foster  care  costs.  Cash 
payments  to  clients  are  also  prohibited.

THE  BUDGET  FOR  THE  PROPOSED  TITLE  XX  PLAN  FOR  THE  1980  STATE  FISCAL  YEAR 
AND  THE  DECISIONS  OF  THE  1979  LEGISLATURE  WERE  BASED  ON  THE  PRESUMPTION 
THAT  FEDERAL  FUNDING  FOR  TITLE  XX  PROGRAMS  WOULD  CONTINUE  AT  THE  SAME 
LEVEL  AS  FOR  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR.  HOWEVER,  AS  THIS  PLAN  GOES  TO  PRESS,  PRO- 
GRAMS FOR  THE  FEDERAL  FISCAL  YEAR  BEGINNING  OCTOBER  1,  1979,  ARE  BEING 
FUNDED  BY  A  CONGRESSIONAL  APPROPRIATION  THAT  ALLOCATES  $1,199,000  LESS 
TO  MONTANA  THAN  THE  $10,173,000  FOR  1978.  LEGISLATION  IS  NOW  PENDING  IN 
CONGRESS  WHICH  WOULD  AUTHORIZE  RAISING  APPROPRIATIONS  FOR  BOTH  FFY  1980

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WHAT  DOES  TITLE  XX  DO  IN  MONTANA? 

Social  services  that  are  described  in  this  plan  are  provided  -under 
Title  XX  to  help  eligible  persons  and  families  that  have  needs  beyond 
their  own  current  abilities  to  meet.  These  services  are  provided 
either  by  social  workers  in  local  county  welfare  offices  or  are  purchased 
through  contracts  with  private  providers  such  as  a  Big  Brothers  and 
Big  Sisters  program  or  sheltered  workshop  training • for  the  developmentally 
disabled.  Title  XX  does  not  give  financial  assistance  for  food,  shelter, 
clothing  or  medical  expenses  —  these  come  from  other  programs  administered 
by  the  Department  such  as  Medicaid,  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children  (AFDC)  and  Food  Stamps.  All. Title  XX  services  must  be  directed 
towards  one  or  more  of  the  following  five  federal  goals: 

Self-support  —  achieving  or  maintaining  economic  self-support  to 
prevent,  reduce  or  eliminate  dependency. 

Self-sufficiency  —  achieving  or  maintaining  self-sufficiency, 
including  reduction  or  prevention  of  dependency. 

Protection  —  preventing  or  remedying  neglect,  abuse  or  exploitation 
of  children  and  adults  unable  to  protect  their  own  interests,  or 
preserving,  rehabilitating  or  reuniting  families. 

Community-based  care  —  preventing  or  reducing  inappropriate 
institutional  care  by  providing  for  coirmunity-based  care,  home-based 
care,  or  other  forms  of  less  intensive  care. 

Institutional  care  —  securing  referral  or  admission  to  institutional 
care  when  other  forms  of  care  are  not  appropriate,  or  providing 
services  to  individuals  in  institutions. 
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WHERE  AND  HOW  ARE  SERVICES  PROVIDED? 

Services  are  either  provided  directly  by  Department  staff  or  by 
private  providers  whose  services  are  purchased  through  contract  with 
the  Department.  Names  and  addresses  for  offices  to  contact  for  information 
on  services  can  be  found  in  the  Appendix  at  the  back  of  this  plan.

Direct  services  are  those  services  in  which  clients  work  directly 
with  staff  of  the  Department,  usually  social  workers  in  the  county 
welfare  offices. 

Services  purchased  through  contract  by  the  Department  with  private 
Providers  are  administered  primarily  through  the  Developmental  Disabilities 
Division  for  all  of  its  specific  community  based  services  for  clients 
and  the  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau  for  community  services  for 
children  and  youth.  Social  Services  Bureau  also  contracts  for  family 
planning  services  with  the  Montana  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences  and  for  legal  services  with  the  Montana  Legal  Services  Association. 


WHO  IS  ELIGIBLE  FOR  TITLE  XX  SERVICES? 

Specific  eligibility  requirements  for  each  service  are  listed  on 
the  page  where  it  is  described.  Eligibility  categories  are: 

1.  AFDC,  SSI  or  Medicaid  —  Some  persons  or  families  are  automatically 
eligible  for  program  services  if  they  are  either  a  recipient 

of  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  (AFDC) ,  Supplemental 

Security  Income  (SSI) ,  or  Medicaid.  An  AFDC  recipient  is 

a  person  whose  needs  are  met  in  whole  or  in  part  by  a  cash  money 

payment  under  Title  IV- A  of  the  Social  Security  Act.  An  SSI 

recipient  is  an  aged,  blind,  or  disabled  person  who  receives 

a  monthly  cash  payment  under  Title  XVI  of  the  Social  Security 

Act. 

2.  80  percent  median  income  —  Some  services  are  available  to 
any  person  or  family  whose  income  falls  within  80  percent 
of  the  state's  median  family  income,  as  adjusted  for  family 
size.  The  income  level,  for  the  80  percent  median  family 
income  requirement,  as  adjusted  for  family  size  is  given 
below:

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HOW  IS  THE  DEPARTMENT  AND  THE  STATE  ORGANIZED? 

The  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  (SRS)  is  the 
State  Agency  that  has  been  designated  as  the  sole  state  agency  responsible 
for  administering  and  supervising  Title  XX  funded  programs.  The  Department 
of  SRS  is  one  of  the  19  state  departments  of  government  in  Montana.  As 
shown  on  the  following  organizational  chart,  the  Director  of  SRS  reports 
to  the  Governor  of  the  State.  There  are  seven  major  administrative 
divisions  within  the  Department  of  SRS;  two  of  these  divisions,  the 
Developmental  Disabilities  Division  and  the  Community  Services  Division, 
through  the  Social  Services  and  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureaus, 
administer  Title  XX  funded  programs.  Planning  and  coordination  functions 
for  Title  XX  are  administered  from  the  Director's  Office. 

Montana's  56  counties  are  divided  into  five  separate  geographic 
regions  for  the  purpose  of  social  service  planning.  The  map  following 
outlines  the  boundaries  of  the  five  regions  which  are  the  same  as  the  human 
service  planning  areas  used  by  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental 
Sciences  and  the  Department  of  Institutions.  Any  Title  XX  service  provided 
in  a  geographic  region  is  available  to  all  eligible  individuals  who  reside 
in  the  region. 

The  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  administers  its  contracted 
services  through  five  regional  offices.  Social  services  staff  in  county 
or  county  combination  offices  are  supervised  by  the  Social  Services 
Bureau  but  services  are  administered  by  the  local  offices.   Some 
specialized  services  such  as  adoption  and  licensing  are  handled  by 
district  social  services  staff.  Child  and  Youth  Development  contracted 
services  are  administered  from  the  state  office  and  monitered  by  its 
community  development  staff  workers  in  field  offices. 
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ADOPTION 


DESCRIPTION  -  Adoption  services  include  provision  of  social  services  as  a  protective  service 
to  enable  appropriate  children  to  be  placed  in  adoptive  homes  and  to  provide  for  the  evalua- 
tion of  non-agency  adoptive  placements  as  required  by  law.  Services  of  this  program  include 
initial  evaluation,  direct  evaluation,  post  and  pre-counseling,  placement  of  child,  follow-up 
services,  follow-up  evaluation  and.  recruitment  of  and/or  approval  of  adoptive  homes. 

GOAL  -  Protection 

OBJECTIVE  -  To  provide  services  for  adoptive  placement  of  140  children  and  to  investigate 
potential  adoptive  placement  of  750  children  in  order  to  prevent  or  remedy  neglect,  abuse  or 
exploitation  of  children. 

WHO  —  No  income  requirement. 

HOW  AND  WHERE  -  Through  social  workers  at  County  Welfare  Offices  and  District  Social 
Services  Offices.

VOCATIONAL  SERVICES  (DAY  SERVICES)   FOR 

DEVELOPMENTALLY  DISABLED  PERSONS 


DESCRIPTION  —  Adult  day  services  provide  a  supervised,  habilitative  training  situation  for 
developmental^  disabled  adults  which  offers  pre-vocational  training,  work  activity  training  or 
vocational  sheltered  employment  training.  Pre-vocational  training  provides  training  in  basic 
skill  areas  which  are  pre-requisite  to  the  client  advancing  to  a  paid  work  setting  and  achieving 
greater  independence.  Work  activity  training  uses  a  combination  of  training  in  basic  skill  areas 
and  work  skills  through  paid  work.  Vocational  sheltered  employment  is  training  which  provides 
habilitation/rehabilitation  services  utilizing  individual  goals  and  a  controlled  work  environment 
to  help  developmentally  disabled  persons  achieve  and  maintain  their  maximum  potential  as 
workers. 

GOALS  —  Self-support,  community-based  care. 

OBJECTIVE  -  To  provide  services  to  912  developmentally  disabled  persons  in  the  community 
to  enable  them  to  attain  skills  for  employment  and/or  successful  community  living. 

WHO  -  SSI  and  80%  median  family  income.

HOW  IS  THE  PLAN  DEVELOPED? 


Planning,  Public  Review  and  Participation 

The  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  has  developed 
an  agency  planning  process  that  integrates  all  planning,  including  Title 
XX,  with  the  state  biennial  planning,  budget  and  legislative  cycle. 
This  plan,  therefore,  began  with  agency  planning  in  1978.  Final  decisions 
reflected  in  this  plan  were  made  by  the  1979  Legislature  for  the  1980-81 
biennium.  Therefore,  the  Department  has  very  little  flexibility  to  make 
changes  for  the  state  fiscal  year  1981. 

The  proposed  Title  XX  plan  for  the  1981  state  fiscal  year  was 
published  on  March  31,  1980.  A  display  ad  announcing  the  availability 
of  the  proposed  plan  was  published  in  the  major  newspapers  throughout 
Montana  on  March  31,  1980. 

As  required  by  the  Title  XX  legislation,  the  Department  stated  it 
would  receive  comments  from  the  public  on  the  proposed  plan  for  45  days. 
The  45  day  public  review  process  began  on  April  1,  1980.  However,  no 
comments  were  received  by  the  Department  within  60  days  of  publication 
of  the  proposed  plan. 

The  final  Title  XX  plan  for  program  year  July  1,  1980,  to  June  30, 
1981,  was  published  on  June  30,  1980.  On  June  30,  1980,  a  display  ad 
announcing  the  final  plan  and  its  availability  was  published  in  the  main 
section  of  the  following  newspapers: 

The  Miles  City  Star  -  Region  I 

The  Great  Falls  Tribune  -  Region  II 

The  Billings  Gazette  -  Region  III 

Helena  Independent  Record  -  Region  IV 

The  Montana  Standard  -  Region  IV 

The  Missoulian  -  Region  V 

Members  of  the  public  may  request  a  copy  of  the  proposed  plan,  free 
of  charge,  from  any  county  welfare  office  or  from  the  Department  of 
Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services  in  Helena,  Montana.  Copies  of  the 
proposed  and  final  plan  will  be  retained  for  three  years  and  be  available 
for  public  and  federal  inspection  and  access  throughout  the  program  year 
in  the  SRS  district  offices  located  in  Billings,  Glasgow,  Helena,  Miles 
City,  Butte,  Great  Falls,  Kalispell,  and  Missoula.  In  addition,  copies 
of  the  proposed  and  final  plan,  and  all  written  comments  on  these  plans, 
will  be  retained  for  three  years  and  be  available  for  inspection  in  the 
central  office  of  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation  Services 
in  Helena. 

Planning  for  the  1981-83  Biennium 

The  Department,  in  coordination  with  the  Governor's  Office  of 
Budget  and  Program  Planning,  has  already  completed  the  first  phase  of 
the  Executive  Planning  Process  for  the  next  biennium.  Divisions  and 
Bureaus  of  the  Department  developed  statements  of  program  mission, 
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current  goals  and  objectives  and  proposed  program  changes  including 
legislation  with  revenue  or  budgetary  impacts  and  consequences  of  funding 
at  80  percent  of  the  current  level.  Projected  demographic  and  economic 
impact  was  considered.  Agency  coordination  has  been  achieved  through 
weekly  meetings.  Information  sessions  concerning  proposed  program 
changes  and  budget  increases  have  been  held  with  staff  of  the  Governor's 
Office  of  Budget  and  Program  Planning  and  appropriate  staff  of  the 
Department.  This  process  will  continue  until  the  Executive  Budget  is 
finalized  in  the  fall  of  1980.  The  proposed  Title  XX  plan  for  the  state 
fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1981,  will  be  published  in  the  fall  of 
1980  and  will  reflect  agency  planning  and  the  proposed  budget  to  be 
presented  to  the  1981  Legislature.  Final  decisions  for  the  Title  XX 
planning  process  will  be  made  by  the  Legislative  appropriations  process. 

Because  of  travel  cutbacks  ordered  by  the  Governor's  Office  to 
conserve  energy  and  money,  SRS  is  not  scheduling  formal  public  hearings 
for  either  the  FY  1981  or  FY  1982  proposed  Title  XX  plans.  The  Department 
has  determined  that  necessary  direct  services  for  clients  should  receive 
the  highest  priority  for  travel.  Also,  past  experience  has  indicated 
that  public  hearings  on  proposed  plans  has  solicited  only  minimal  partici- 
pation from  either  the  general  or  low  income  public  or  consumers  of 
services.  Other  methods  of  public  participation  that  will  not  involve 
travel  by  state  staff  are  being  explored.  If  members  of  the  public, 
consumers  of  services  or  local  officials  wish  to  request  a  meeting 
concerning  Title  XX  and  other  Department  services  with  local  staff,  they 
may  contact  the  Title  XX  Director  in  the  state  office  to  make  arrangements 
for  the  meeting  and  recording  of  results. 

By  integrating  the  Title  XX  planning  process  into  the  State  Legisla- 
tive cycle,  maximum  opportunity  is  given  for  public  participation  and 
the  influence  of  constituents  on  the  final  decisions.  There  were  significant 
differences  between  the  proposed  and  final  Title  XX  plans  in  some  programs 
for  the  current  biennium  as  a  result  of  citizen  impact  upon  the  1979 
legislature. 

Needs  Assessment 

A  checklist  card  was  enclosed  with  the  April,  1980  AFDC  checks 
inquiring  about  past  or  current  needs  for  specified  services  or  help 
with  certain  problems.  In  rank  order,  the  services  reported  as  used  by 
the  most  number  of  people  are  Health/Medical,  Training/Education,  Day 
care,  Jobs,  Legal  Services,  Transportation,  Family  Planning,  Child 
Behavior,  Big  Brothers/Big  Sisters  and  Family  Counseling.  Results 
obtained  from  the  computation  and  analysis  of  returns  from  this  postpaid 
card  are  being  considered  in  setting  service  priorities  for  the  Department. 

In  addition,  extensive  needs  assessments  done  in  recent  years  are 
still  valid  and  used  for  planning  purposes.  Statewide  and  community 
Youth  Needs  Surveys  covering  the  potential  areas  of  jobs/employment, 
drugs,  medical,  school,  police  and  courts,  family/neighborhood  and 
recreation  were  completed  in  1978  by  the  Child  and  Youth  Development 
Bureau  in  conjunction  with  the  Montana  Board  of  Crime  Control.  The 
findings  continue  to  assist  the  Bureau  develop  programs  based  on  the 
understanding  of  the  conditions  under  which  youth  get  into  trouble  or 
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lead  law-abiding  lives.  Conmunity  surveys  were  done  with  youth  in  the 
Missoula,  Great  Falls,  Helena,  Butte  and  Browning  areas.  The  Browning 
survey  was  designed  to  seek  perceptions  from  Indian  youth  about  problems 
pertinent  to  them. 

The  comprehensive  Title  XX  Needs  Assessment  Project*  that  was 
completed  in  1977  is  also  used  as  an  on-going  data  source  in  the  Department's 
identification  of  service  problems. 

Assurance  that  the  needs  of  all  residents  and  all  geographic  areas 
are  taken  into  account  in  the  development  of  the  plan  is  done  in  a 
number  of  ways: 

1.  Consideration  of  findings  from  all  needs  assessments  as  described 
previously. 

2.  State  legislative  decisions  representing  all  residents  and 
geographic  areas  of  the  state. 

3.  The  perceptions  of  agency  service  workers  thoughout  the  state 
as  to  the  most  important  service  priorities  and  unmet  needs  of 
eligible  clients  and  specific  communities. 

4.  Consultation  with  statewide  and  local  groups  concerned  with 
specific  needs  and  services  such  as  child  and  spouse  abuse,  develop- 
mental disabilities,  day  care  and  foster  care. 

Evaluation 

The  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau  engages  in  continual _ state 
and  local  monitoring  and  evaluation  of  its  contracted  programs  with 
evaluations  of  individual  programs  when  funding  is  available.  A  staff 
person  from  the  Board  of  Crime  Control  evaluated  two  of  the  youth  programs 
during  fiscal  year  1980.  Beginning  in  fiscal  year  1981,  a  committee  of 
the  Youth  Justice  Council  plans  to  evaluate  every  youth  grant  program 
annually. 

Youth  development  workers  in  several  communities  also  work  with 
other  agencies  such  as  the  courts,  probation  and  shelter  care  systems  to 
develop  evaluation  and  data-base  systems  relating  to  diversion  of  youth 
from  the  juvenile  justice  system  and  the  reduction  of  recidivism  of 
juvenile  arrests.  During  fiscal  year  1980,  a  monitoring  and  evaluation 
system  was  implemented  .with  the  Big  Brothers  and  Sisters  programs  and 
the  Family  Teaching  Center.

Volume  IV:     Three  Service  Perspectives  on  Montana's  Social 

Service  Needs 
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Evaluation  of  programs  for  the  developmentally  disabled  has  consisted 
primarily  of  on-site  visits  conducted  by  the  Developmental  Disabilities 
Regional  staff  and  monthly  fiscal  contract  reviews  conducted  by  staff  of 
the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division.  An  evaluation  mechanism  is  now 
being  developed  that  will  tie  the  effectiveness  of  the  in  service  training 
program  and  funding  level  to  actual  program  outcomes.  The  evaluation 
mechanism  will  be  implemented  by  July,  1980.  To  ensure  greater  accountability, 
program  funding  levels  will  be  directly  related  to  performance.  Subsequent 
contracts  will  be  negotiated  according  to  the  performance  level  capability 
of  each  individual  provider.  After  the  system  is  operational,  regional 
staff  will  use  the  evaluation  tool  for  regular  quarterly  on-site  reviews 
to  monitor  program  progress  and  improvements. 

Program  evaluation  for  the  Social  Services  Bureau  is  done  regularly 
by  supervisory  staff  through  monitoring  specific  goals  and  objectives 
for  services.  The  goals  and  objectives  were  developed  by  task  forces  as 
part  of  a  bureau  planning  process  after  service  programs  were  given 
priorities  by  all  social  services  staff.  The  task  forces  included  all 
levels  of  social  services  staff  such  as  consultants  in  the  central 
office  and  supervisors,  social  workers,  homemakers  and  other  private  and 
state  agency  staff.  local  plans  to  reflect  needs  of  specific  areas  of 
the  state  have  been  further  developed  by  large  county  offices  and  districts. 

Reporting  Activities 

All  reports  that  are  prepared  by  the  Department  regarding  planning, 
evaluation,  and  assessment  of  needs  are  distributed  to  interested 
parties  including:  special  interest  groups,  private  providers,  the 
Governor's  offices,  interested  legislators,  and  other  appropriate 
Departments  of  State  Government. 

COORDINATION  OF  TITLE  XX  WITH  TITLES  IV-A,  IV-B,  XIX,  AND  XVT  OF  THE 
SOCIAL  SECURITY  ACT 

Titles  IV-A,  IV-B,  XIX  and  XVI  of  the  Social  Security  Act  provide 
direct  economic  assistance  or  payments  to  many  of  the  same  individuals 
eligible  for  and  participating  in  Title  XX  social  services  programs. 
Titles  IV-A,  Aid  to  Dependent  Children;  IV-B,  Child  Welfare,  used  for 
foster  care  payments  in  Montana;  and  XIX,  Medical  Assistance,  are  adminrstered 
and  supervised  at  the  state  and  local  level  through  the  Economic  Assistance 
Division  of  the  Department.  Staff  of  the  Economic  Assistance  Division, 
and  the  Social  Services  Bureau  which  provides  direct  casework  services, 
are  colocated  at  both  state  and  county  levels.  Title  XVI  of  the  Act 
provides  Supplemental  Security  Income  Payments  to  aged,  blind,  and 
disabled  persons  and  is  administered  directly  by  the  federal  Social 
Security  Administration. 

Developmental  Disabilities  Division 

Title  XX  services,  for  developmentally  disabled  persons,  are  used 
in  conjunction  with  SSI  (Title  XVI)  payments  that  are  made  to  the 
disabled  residents  of  community  group  homes.  The  SSI  payments  provide 
for  the  DD  individual's  room  and  board,  while  Title  XX  funds  provide  for 
the  individual's  training  programs  within  the  home  and  the  community.

Community  group,  home  residents  are  usually  covered  by  Medicaid  for  their 
medical  and  dental  needs. 

All  community  based  services  are  provided  through  contract  between 
the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division  and  local  corporations.  Services 
include  community  group  home  training,  vocational  training,  and  respite 
care.  Case  management  services  for  developmental!/  disabled  individuals 
are  provided  by  the  social  workers  who  also  chair  the  Individual  Habilitation 
Planning  Teams.  local  program  providers  assist  the  case  managers  in  the 
coordination  of  services  by  referring  individual  cases  to  other  human 
service  providers  such  as  family  planning,  medical,  mental  health,  and 
vocational  rehabilitation  services. 

Regional  supervisors  from  the  Developmental  Disabilities _ Division 
coordinate  all  services  for  the  developmentally  disabled  within  their 
regions  and  provide  ongoing  monitoring  of  the  service  contracts  that  are 
approved  by  the  Developmental  Disabilities  Division.  Coordination  also 
occurs  between  the  State  Developmental  Disabilities  staff  and  other 
private,  state  and  federal  agencies  such  as  the  Department  of  Institutions 
and  the  Division  of  Special  Education  of  the  Office  of  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction. 

Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau 

The  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau's  major  focus  is  the  development 
of  coordinated  programs  in  the  areas  of  planning  and  youth  development, 
delinquency  prevention  and  serving  the  needs  of  youth  in  need  of  care 
and/or  supervision  and/or  delinquent  youth.  At  the  community  level,  the 
eight  Youth  Development  Workers  plan  with  key  individuals,  policy  makers 
and  agencies  such  as  the  court  and  probation  system,  social  services  and 
schools  to  develop  and  implement  coordinated  programs  such  as  alternative 
schools,  restitution  programs,  shelter  care  systems  and  status  offender 
programs.  In  addition,  Youth  Development  Workers  develop  mechanisms 
such  as  task  forces  and  councils  that  are  concerned  with  and  develop 
plans  and  programs  to  meet  the  needs  of  youth.  Youth  Development  Workers 
also  coordinate  all  programs  that  are  available  jointly  through  the 
Omnibus  Crime  Control  Act,  the  Juvenile  Justice  Delinquency  Prevention 
Act  and  Title  XX. 

The  4  C's  (Community  Coordinated  Child  Care)  component  of  the  Child 
and  Youth  Development  Bureau  is  based  on  the  development,  organization 
and  coordination  of  services  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  and  their 
families.  Local  staff  work  with  individuals  and  agencies  such  as  the 
YMCA,  YWCA,  schools,  social  services,  child  care  providers,  city  and 
county  officers  and  local  day  care  associations  to  develop  and  maintain 
programs  in  such  areas  as  day  care,  child  abuse  prevention  and  parenting 
skills. 

The  Child  and  Youth  Development  Bureau ■ serves  many  children  and 
families  who  are  recipients  of  Title  IV-A  and  IV-B  benefits.  Coordination 
also  occurs  between  the  Social  Services  Bureau  and  the  Child  and  Youth 
Development  Bureau  through  referrals  that  are  made  by  social  workers  to 
Big  Brothers/Big  Sisters,  the  Family  Teaching  Center,  and  the  Achievement 
Homes.  In  addition,  regular  planning  meetings  are  held  with  the  two 
Bureaus  to  avoid  duplication  and  ensure  a  coordinated  effort.

Sociai  Services  Bureau 

The  Social  Services  Bureau  provides  comprehensive  direct  services 
to  children,  families  and  adults  which  are  primarily  aimed  at  strengthening 
families,  maintaining  individuals  in  the  least  restrictive  environment 
possible,  and  enhancing  self-sufficiency.  The  Social  Services  Bureau 
also  develops  policies  and  supervises  all  Title  XX  social  service  programs 
that  are  administered  by  the  county  welfare  offices  for  recipients  of 
Title  IV-A,  IV-B,  XIX,  and  XVI.  The  Economic  Assistance  Division  of  SRS 
supervises  the  eligibility  process  and  payment  function  for  the  recipients 
of  Title  IV-A,  XIX,  and  XVI.  local  coordination  between  the  payment 
function  and  social  service  function  is  maintained  by  staff  meetings  in 
the  county  offices.  Program  and  policy  coordination  are  maintained  at 
the  state  level  through  staff  meetings  and  consultation  between  the 
Community  Services  Division,  the  Economic  Assistance  Division,  and  the 
Developmental  Disabilities  Division. 

Examples  of  program  functions  that  are  coordinated  between  the 
three  Divisions  include:  the  licensing  of  foster  family  and  developmental 
disability  homes  is  done  by  the  Social  Service  Bureau  staff  and  is 
required  before  SSI  payments  can  be  made;  casework  services  are  provided 
to  children  and  adults  in  foster  family  homes  and  developmental  disability 
homes  whose  economic  support  may  come  from  Titles  IV-B  or  XVI;  deinsti- 
tutionalization and  adjustment  casework  services  assist  individuals  in 
long-term  care  facilities  whose  care  is  provided  by  Title  XIX;  many 
protective  service  and  day  care  service  families  are  also  AFDC  families. 

Coordination  is  also  achieved  with  other  agencies  as  social  workers 
participate  in  teams  composed  of  other  social  service  providers  in  order 
to  facilitate  a  more  integrated  and  effective  delivery  system  to  the 
poor  and  disabled.  Examples  of  such  teams  are  the  Child  Abuse  Teams  and 
the  Individual  Habilitation  Planning  Teams  for  the  developmentally 
disabled. 

Coordination  of  Title  XX  With  the  WIN  Program 

The  Community  Services  Division,  Rehabilitative  Services  Division, 
and  Economic  Assistance  Division  of  the  Department  of  Social  and  Rehab- 
ilitation Services  and  the  Employment  Security  Division  of  the  Department 
of  Labor  and  Industry  coordinate  the  WIN  program  at  the  state  level 
through  a  WIN  State  Coordinating  Committee.  Coordination  at  the  local 
level  regarding  eligibility,  mandatory  referral  and  work  registration, 
and  program  participation  as  it  affects  AFDC  payments  to  recipients,  is 
achieved  through  the  ongoing  interaction  of  the  Economic  Assistance 
Division,  the  WIN  case  workers,  and  local  Employment  Service  staff.  WIN 
case  workers  and  Employment  Service  personnel  are  colocated  and  plan 
client  services  through  team  meetings.  Title  XX  services  are  available 
to  the  WIN  program  participants  when  necessary. 

HOW  IS  TITLE  XX  COORDINATED  WITH  OTHER  HUMAN  SERVICE  AGENCIES? 

The  Director  of  the  Montana  Department  of  Social  and  Rehabilitation 
Services  meets  periodically  with  directors  of  other  agencies  as  a  Human 
Services  Cabinet.  Representatives  of  SRS  are  involved  in  a  number  of 
interagency  groups  examples  of  which  are: 
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1.  The  Interagency  Coordinating  Committee  for  Handicapped  Children 
is  chaired  by  the  special  assistant  in  the  Governor's  office  and 
includes  administrators  from  SRS,  the  Office  of  Public  Instructxon, 
the  Department  of  Institutions  and  the  Department  of  Health  and 
Environmental  Sciences.  Its  purpose  is  to  develop  mutually  compatible 
policies  regarding  handicapped  children,  determine  lead  agency 
responsibilities,  and  assist  local  agencies  in  coordination  of 
efforts  to  see  that  all  handicapped  children  receive  needed  services 
in  the  least  restrictive  environment. 

2.  The  Interagency  Screening  Committee  is  a  working  group  of 
professional  staff  involving  the  Department  of  Institutions,  the 
Office  of  Public  Instruction  and  SRS.  The  Committee  reviews  the 
appropriateness  of  all  child  placements  in  residential  care  and 
treatment,  both  in  and  out  of  state. 

3.  The  Governor's  Council  for  Employment  and  Training  includes 
representatives  of  SRS  and  other  state  agencies,  labor  and  community 
action  organizations,  the  League  of  Cities  and  Towns  and  the 
Association  of  Counties. 

4.  Through  an  interagency  agreement  between  the  Montana  Youth 
Justice  Council  of  the  Montana  Board  of  Crime  Control  and  the  Youth 
Development  Bureau  of  SRS,  the  Youth  Justice  Council  approves  all 
grants  of  funds  under  the  Juvenile  Delinquency  Prevention  Act  and 
the  Title  XX  Youth  Development  program.  Joint  planning  is  also 
achieved  for  programs  for  these  agencies.  The  SRS  Youth  Development 
Bureau  also  coordinates  closely  with  the  Department  of  Institutions 
in  the  development  of  shelter  care  systems  and  planning  for  substance 
abuse  programs. 

Federal  Day  Care  Standards 

New  HEW  Day  Care  Regulations  were  published  on  March  19,  1980  to  be 
effective  October  1,  1980.  Training  requirements  are  to  be  effective 
April  1,  1981.  Except  for  limited  waivers,  day  care  paid  for  with  Title 
XX  funding  must  meet  the  new  requirements.  The  Department  of  SRS  is 
currently  evaluating  the  cost  and  complexity  of  implementing  the  new 
regulations.  Alternative  sources  of  funding  day  care  which  would  not 
require  compliance  with  the  federal  regulations  are  also  being  explored. 

If  the  Department  adopts  the  federal  standards,  Social  Services 
Bureau  shall  have  the  authority  to  waive  the  staffing  requirements  for 
a  day  care  center  in  which  not  more  than  20%  or  10,  whichever  is  lower, 
of  the  children  in  the  center  are  children  whose  care  is  paid  for  wholly 
or  in  part  with  Federal  funds,  if  the  day  care  center  meets  State 
licensing  standards. 

Definition  of  Family 

Family  is  defined  as  the  basic  family  unit  consisting  of  one  or 
more  adults  and  children,  if  any,  related  by  blood,  marriage  (including 
common  law) ,  or  adoption,  and  residing  in  the  same  household.  Where 
related  adults,  other  than  spouses,  or  unrelated  adults  reside  together,. 
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each  shall  be  considered  a  separate  family.  Children  living  with 
relatives  other  than  their  natural  or  adoptive  parents,  emancipated 
minors,  and  children,  living  under  the  care  of  unrelated  persons,  such 
as  foster  children  shall  be  considered  a  one  person  family. 

Volunteer  Activities 

There  are  approximately  380  volunteers  associated  with  the  volunteers 
to  youth  program.  This  program  is  described  in  the  directory  of  services. 
Examples  of  other  Title  XX  and  related  programs  that  involve  volunteer 
participation  are  advocacy  for  the  developmental ly  disabled,  Community 
Emergency  Services  of  Billings  and  4-C's  programs  such  as  parents  anonymous 
and  lay  volunteers. 

Employment  of  AFDC  Recipients 

During  fiscal  year  1978,  the  Department  used  94-401  funds  to 
provide  grants  to  day  care  centers  for  the  purpose  of  employing  AFDC 
recipients.  On  January  2,  1980,  the  President  signed  P.L.  96-178  which 
retroactively  restored  the  use  of  Title  XX  funding  for  Subsidizing 
Salaries  of  AFDC  .Mothers  Employed  by  Child  Day  Care  Providers.  The 
authority  was  retroactive  for  the  period  from  October  1,  1978  through 
March  31,  1980.  The  current  Title  XX  bill,  H.R.  3434,  now  pending 
before  Congress,  would  continue  this  authorization.  As  Montana's  Title 
XX  funds  had  already  been  commited  for  this  period,  they  are  not  being 
used  for  the  employment  of  AFDC  recipients.  The  Social  Services  Bureau, 
however,  encourages  day  care  centers  to  employ  AFDC  recipients. 

Standard  Setting  For  Facilities  Where  SSI  Recipients  Reside 

The  following  items  are  summary  listings,  by  type  of  facility,  of 
the  standards  for  those  facilities  wherein  a  significant  number  of  SSI 
recipients  reside  or  may  be  eligible  to  reside.  Included  with  each  list 
is  the  name  and  address  of  the  responsible  agency.  Interested  individuals 
may  obtain  a  summary  of  the  standards  and/or  a  complete  copy  of  standards, 
without  charge  from  the  appropriate  department.  The  individual  may  also 
request  a  copy  of  the  procedures  used  to  enforce  standards,  criteria 
used  for  waivers  of  standards,  a  list  of  names  and  addresses  of  facilities 
and  standards  which  have  been  granted  waivers,  and  a  list  of  the  names 
and  addresses  of  facilities  found  in  violation  and  the  details  of  each 
violation.
